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e RUSSIANS ABUSE LITHUANIAN AIR SPACE 

KALININGRAD, Aug 31, BNS - The Russian Baltic Navy, taking advantage of permission 
granted by Lithuania to fly 15 children across its territory to Belorus, loaded the plane instead 
with fuel and "material and technical goods." The Lithuanian foreign ministry granted the AN-12 
military transport plane permission on Monday to use Lithuanian air space as an act of good will 
without waiting for an official note from the Russian embassy. The flight was to have carried by 
"Chernobyl children," who had been vacationing in the Kaliningrad region, but the children were 
send back to Belarus by train. Taking advantage of the permission granted to the "Chernobyl 


children," the navy flew "material and technical goods needed by its staff" to its base in Bychov. 


e LITHUANIA'S SECRET PLAN TO BUY CARTRIDGES IN ESTONIA UNCOVERED; 
OFFICIALS ANNOYED 

VILNIUS/TALLINN, Aug 31, BNS - Lithuanian officials are annoyed that a strictly secret plan to 
buy 800,000 automatic rifle cartridges in Estonia is no longer a secret. Rimantas Rudzionis, chief 
of the Lithuanian armaments foundation, refused to comment on the ammunition purchase 
plans, saying the disclosure of the plan was a leak of classified intormation. In his words, most of 
the work of the foundation is a state secret. Lithuanian Deputy Defense Minister Valdas 
Sarapinas confirmed in an interview with BNS that the ministry had asked the foundation to buy 
cartridges for 5.45 mm automatic rifles. He admitted that foundation officials had said they had 
found some advantageous opportunities for making the purchase. As one of the options, he 


named getting good quality cartridges at a suitable price in Estonia. 


¢ CASH IN CIRCULATION IN LITHUANIA SHARPLY INCREASED IN JULY 

VILNIUS, Aug 25, BNS - The Bank of Lithuania announced that it had released 133.4 million 
litas into circulation in July. This was the second highest monthly emission this year. The largest 
emission, 139.4 million litas, was made in June. A total of 308.6 million litas were emitted in July, 
but 175.2 million litas were removed from circulation. The total sum of cash in circulation at the 


end of July was 1.66 billion litas. 
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
